For the Love of Genealogy 

One of my favorite quotes is from writer Linda Hogan, “Whichever road I foUow.,.I am listening... 
suddenly all of my ancestors are behind me. Be still they say. Watch and Listen. You are the result 
of the love of thousands.” It makes me think of my own ancestors - who they were, who they loved, 
and what they were like. What better way to “meet" them than through genealogy. Genealogy is 
a popular, satisfying, yet complex hobby, and often it’s difficult to know where to start. There is a 
wealth of information and resources available at the library and online. Most genealogy courses, 
websites, and books recommend the importance of beginning and then keeping your genealogical 
research organized and documented. Here is an often cited best way to do this: 


Q: I'm looking for a job as a 
pastry chef. Do you have any 
resources which can help me 
locate a job like that? 

A: Go to the library’s 
homepage: www.lcplin.org. 
pointto the‘‘Research" option 


First, gather all the information you have. Look for photos, vital records, family bibles, news¬ 
paper clippings, obituaries and so on. Now organize it in a way that will make it easy for you to 
find what you need. 

This next step might take a while, but it is really fun! Interview family members and find out 
everything they know about their older family members...names, dates of important events, when 
and where they immigrated, family stories, and so on. Write it down, and document the person 
you talked to and where they found the information - even if it’s from their memory.

Download a family tree chart (sometimes called a pedigree chart). You can download charts for 
free - one good site is from PBS TV http://www.byub.org/ancestors/charts. A librarian can help 
you if you can’t locate one. Computer genealogy programs are available as well. Starting with your¬ 
self, work back in time and fill in everything you know. Use this chart as you continue to find more 
pieces of your family history. Add everything to your chart and make note of where you found it.

Databases." On that page you 
will see “Find a Job” in the 
center. Enter “pastry” in the 
keyword search, enter your zip 
code, and choose whether you 
want full or part time or just 
that option at “All.” Click 
e search button and you will 
get job options involving work¬ 
ing with pastries. 




Now it’s time to focus on one name or family. Look at the information you have and make a 
list of what information you need to find. Look up census records to find where they lived and 
who was in the household. If the family is local, try to spend some time in the Indiana Room at 
the Central Branch or check to see what your local branches have to offer in the way of historical 
documents. Using the library catalog, you can keyword search for these items. Often you will find 
family names in city directories, city histories, obituary indexes and microfilm. 

Using our website, you can select Research, and then Genealogy & Local History. This will aid 
you in finding historical societies; local and state information; vital records; other sites such as 
Ellis Island and Cyndi’s List. 

Select the Research tab once again. This time look for Newspapers, Magazines, and Databases. 
Here you will find a number of databases that will assist you in your research and in locating cen-

For use in the library only, we 
have Ancestry Library Edition and Access 
Newspaper ARCHIVE (this holds newspa¬ 
pers from 1605 to the present). The library 
subscribes to other genealogical databases 
and if you are a resident card-holder, you 
may access these databases from home 
- HeritageQuest Online; ProQuest Af¬ 
rican American Heritage; and ProQuest 
Obituaries. 

Having never met my mother-in-law 
as she passed away before I met my hus¬ 
band, imagine how excited I was to find a 
picture of her through Access Newspaper 
ARCHIVE! She was a president for a 
charitable organization in Chicago -1 never 
knew she was involved in charity work. 
In another area, I had been trying to find 
where my children’s great-grandfather 
was bom. On Ancestry library Edition, 


I found that he was from Russia, when 
he came to the United States and on what 
ship. I found his address in Chicago, found 
his obituary and I learned his trade was in 
chickens.. ..makes me wonder if this is why 
my husband never enjoyed chicken! Begin 
your search today and you’ll be surprised 
at what you can find. 

I leave you with three important remind¬ 
ers. 1) As you go through this process, 
document every piece of information you 
find; 2) stay organized as this will let you 
get the most out of your research, and 3) 
librarians are available to offer you guid¬ 
ance on your journey to finding at least a 
few of those thousands of loves!

hovering over this word, you will find links to 
databases and useful websites. Reference librarians have pre-selected and organized dozens of 
Useful Websites under such broad subject headings as Consumer Information, Health & Medi¬ 
cine, Jobs & Careers, Law, and U.S. Government Links, to name a few. Within these categories 
you will discover numerous sites that provide all sorts of information. For example, if you’ve been 
contemplating switching doctors, the following websites are just a click away: American Board of 
Medical Specialties, American Medical Association (AMA) Physician Select, or Doctor Directory. 

A nother way to launch your research begins by selecting Databases in the drop down window 
xXunder “Leam." Here a smorgasbord of possibilities greet you. Browse databases grouped by 
subject areas or view the descriptions of individual databases before deciding which ones warrant 
further investigation. Resident library card holders also have the luxury of remote access for the 
majority of LCPL’s databases. One of our newest database offerings. Mango Languages, is 
specifically designed to help you leam another language. Read more about Mango Languages 
in a separate article featured elsewhere in this issue of Happenings. 

T eens and kids have their own exploration jumping off points on the Library’s website home 
page. The drop down window under “Teens” includes special sites for college preparation 
and selection, career planning, and teen health. Under the “Kids” heading there are equally ap¬ 
pealing sites. Scholastic BookFlix, TumbleBook Library, or Britannica SmartMath Practice are 
just a few of the interactive databases the library provides.

Playing to Teach Early 
Literacy Skills 


It’s October and a time of year when 
many children especially enjoy dress¬ 
ing up and pretending Play like this 
is an essential pari of getting ready to 
leam to read. When your child plays 
and pretends, she is using language 
and making up stories. She is devel¬ 
oping vocabulaiy and learning that 
stories have a beginning, middle and 
an end. When he uses an object in his 
play to represent something else, he 
is engaging in symbolic play. This is 
the same concept as early literacy— 
that text represents a real object. Your 
child is beginning to leam that the 
printed word means something. You 
can help your child develop these im¬ 
portant early literacy skills: 

■Talk with your child about her play 
Ask questions. Elaborate on his an¬ 
swers. You will help him leam even 
more vocabulary! 

•Encourage your child to draw her 
story. Fold the paper to make it into a 
simple book. Ask her what the story 
says and write it down word tor word. 
Then ask her to ’‘read’’ it to you. Ac¬ 
tivities like these help your child make 
the connection between what she 
sees and experiences and the written 
word. 

• Make puppets together to act out a 
story. You can turn almost anything 
into a puppet—spoons, paper bags, 
paper and sticks, stuffed animals, & 
more. 

Your library has many play opportu¬ 
nities for you and your child. Some 
locations offer directed play that help 
teach specific earty literacy skills — 
and help you, the parent, leam more 
about what you can do as your child’s 
first teacher.

• Common Core—and libraries? Mil- 
s of jobs are unfilled each year because 
not enough applicants have the prerequisite 
skills. These skills include science, technology , 
engineering, or math. Not enough students, especially 
girls, enter these fields. (Judy Cheathum, Reading Is Fundamental) We 
need to interest children in these fields and you and the library can help. 

Even very young children can be introduced to these topics. Many informa¬ 
tional books, library databases, and websites offer information, activities - and, 
yes - experiments for our youngest minds! Add the *A’ to STEM and use art to 
help children learn, too. The library has many books with art activities related to 
science. Imagine that - art & science! What a fun way to learn! 

Children learn by doing. Young children are naturally curious. Help your child ob¬ 
serve, explore, and experiment. The exploration often involves all components of STEM 
or STEAM. 

At the Cedar Lake Branch we started STEAM Fridays! in September with an exploration of 
the giant squid. Activities included floating and sinking (science), building a squid and other 
ocean animals (technology, engineering, and art) and measuring (math). The giant squid has 
the largest eye in the ocean and many children built a model of one!

STEAM into learning with your child!
